CIVIL  OFFICIALS  ATTACK  AF'S  AIRPORT  POLICY 

The  end  of  what  has  become  a nolionwide  conflict  be 
tween  the  military  and  commercial  aviation  over  use  of  ex- 
isting airfields  was  demanded  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  aviation  division  ot  the  Florida  Stole  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. in  Miami.  Speciltcally,  the  group  asked  that  Cong- 
ress exempt  airports  serving  "scheduled  air  txanspoitallon'' 
from  the  so-called  ’recapture  clause"  giving  the  mihlory 
the  right  to  take  all  or  part  of  any  munlclp^  field  which 
may  have  received  any  federal  old.  however  small. 

Among  top  civilian  aviation  leaders  demanding  that 
the  armed  forces  slop  "muscling  in"  on  commercial  airports 
— for  the  good  ot  national  defense  itself  were: 

Leslie  P.  Arnold.  Eastern  Air  Lines  vice  president,  whose 
scheduled  address  touched  off  the  discussion,  said  "the  Air 
Force  should  reactivate  Us  abandoned  fields,  and  keep  com- 
mercial field  in  reserve.  As  it  is,  they  are  using  up  their 
reserve."  Pointing  out  that  shortly  the  Atr  Force  will  have 
control  over  40  municipal  airports  in  the  country,  Arnold 
said:  "The  Air  Force  soys  they  won't  interfere  with  com- 
mefeiol  airlines  ond  they  haven't  yet."  but,  he  added.  “It 
IS  'no  secret'  that  Gen.  Curtis  LeMay  strongly  opposes  any 
civil  aviation  on  airports  under  his  control.  " 

Grover  Loentng.  aviation  pioneer,  bluntly  asserted  that 
there  is  not  room  for  two  heads  ot  aviation  development, 
and  the  thing  to  do  is  let  the  Air  Force  handle  It  all."  he  de- 
clared. "I  know."  Loentng  said,  "that  Gen.  LeMay.  among 
others,  ieels  a divided  authority  in  avloUon  Is  unworkable." 

M M.  (Jack)  Frost,  vice  president-traffic  and  sales  for 
Eastern  Air  Lines  was  equally  blunt  when  he  said  "the 
military  has  to  be  (old  and  (Gen.)  Curtis  LeMay  has  to  be 
told  that  there  are  plenty  of  airports  In  this  country  yet  to 
be  activated  that  can  be  used  by  the  military  for  better  than 
those  now  used  for  commercial  aviation.  The  milltarv  Isn't 
panning  this  government  of  ours  in  the  United  Stales."  Frost 
emphasized  there  is  no  question  the  Air  Force  could  take 
over  completely,  including  airline  fleets.  In  event  of  all-out 
WOT — just  as  was  done  In  World  War  II.

There, 
frightened  and  awed  by  his  first  flight  In  an  aimait,  was 
a rattlesnake  neatly  coiled  In  the  wing  and  peering  down 
into  (he  cabin  lust  obove  the  pilot';-  head.  The  pilot,  quite 
frightened  himself,  hod  enough  sense  to  know  that  he  hud 
to  get  the  plane  back  on  the  ground  without  disturbing  his 
stowaway.  The  pilot  must  have  maneuvered  the  cub  more 
skillfully  than  any  aitline  pilot  could  have  dreamed  of.  for 
he  wos  successful  In  lending  without  his  stowaway  giving 
any  sign  of  distress.  The  pilot  much  more  frightened  by 
his  experience  than  the  slowawny.  lelt  the  aircraft  while  if 
was  still  rolling,  but  his  stowaway  opparrenlJy  became 
adjusted  to  the  flight  and  remained.  After  summoning  help, 
the  pilot  and  his  osslslonts  pounded  on  the  bottom  of  the 
wing  to  impres.'  upon  the  stowaway  that  he  should  disem- 
bark. This  action  was  very  successful,  for  not  one.  but 
three  rattlesnake  stowaways  leisurely  crawled  out  of  the

BRITISH  DEVELOP  RADICAL  IDEA  FOR 
LANDING  AIRCRAFT 

The  'expensive  nuisance’  of  the  modem  runway  has 
led  to  Cl  rodlcal  and  revolutionary  attack  on  the  runway 
problem  by  the  Royal  Aircraft  Establishment,  according  to 
Sir  Ben  L^kspeiser,  chief  scientist  to  the  British  Ministry 
of  Supply.  The  new  plan  not  only  ellmates  runways  but 
also  the  aircraft  undercarriage  by  catapulting  planes  Into 
the  air  and  "belly  landing"  them  on  a taully  suspended 
flexible  sheet.  For  landing,  the  alrctofi  Is  flown  level  a few 
feet  from  the  ground,  caught  on  a hook  by  anesler  gear 
and  dropped  on  the  sheet  which  allows  a good  landing  with- 
out bounce  to  be  made.  Some  structural  reinforcement  is 
required  for  the  tuselage  but  this  is  more  than  otfsell  by  the 
elimination  of  the  undercarriage.  Launching  by  catapult 
and  (he  use  of  arrester  gear  follows  standard  aircraft  cor- 
ner proclice,  but  the  idea  of  placing  on  the  ground,  instead 
of  In  the  aircraft,  the  means  of  absorbing  the  vertical  kinetic 
energy  of  landing  is  entirely  new  Many  experimental 
landings  with  a de  Hovillond  Vampire  let  lighter  have  been 
made  successful  by  this  method. 

In  connection  with  his  opposition  to  runways.  Sir  Ben 
foresees  a revival  of  interest  in  the  (lying  boat  for  all-up 
weights  of  50  Ion  and  above.  Jet  propulsion  no  longer  neces- 
sitates the  excessive  size  and  weight  of  a hull  which  had 
to  carry  the  propellers  high  above  (he  water  to  keep  them 
clear  of  the  spray,  ond  a smaller  hull  combined  with  im- 
provements which  con  not  be  made  tn  aerodynamic  design 
may  well  tip  the  balance  tn  favor  of  the  flying  boat,  in  Ms 
view. 

In  the  belief  that  “the  future  in  the  olr  may  well  He 
In  the  conquest  -c?  the  ground.”  Sir  Ben  enviso-7-?<  the  op- 
plicalion  of  folded  and  faired-ln  powered  rotors  to  iuced- 
wing  aircraft  for  us«  only  during  take-off  and  landing,  with- 
out prejudice  to  top  speed. — Am.  Avn.  Dally

survey  conducted  by  the  General  Safety  Division  of  CAA's 
OI'ic-T  of  Solely.  The  survey  shows  that  36,&56.929  acres 
received  aerial  dusUng,  spraying,  seeding,  fertilizing,  de- 
foliation and  baiting  during  1951.

Turkey  will  bear  a substonHal  part  of  the  expense  of 
the  Group's  service .,  and  the  remainder  wi!!  Lt  provided 
by  the  Mutual  Security  Agency. 

A previous  advisory  mission  of  aviation  oxperis  sent 
by  the  CAA  to  Turkey  surveyed  the  country'!-  needs  and 
suggested  the  low  trequency  equipment  now  lUlng  Install^. 
Eventually,  this  will  give  way  to  more  modem  very  high 
frequency  aids  which  now  are  being  iiistalled  here  and  in 
other  countries.

Partial  recovery  made 
at  time  of  Impact. 

Aeronca  Chief.  DAMAGE:  Broken  windshield,  broken 
wheel  and  damage  lo  fuselage.  BRIEF  ACCOUNT:  Level- 
led off  too  high,  stalled  on  landing. 

Cessna  170,  DAMAGE:  Left  landing  gear,  left  wing  tip 
fuselage,  windshield  and  propeller.  BRIEF  ACCOUNT: 
Bounced  on  landing  in  17  mile  an  hour  wind  on  surlaced 
runway. 

Swift,  DAMAGE:  Propellor  and  fuselage.  BRIEF  AC- 
COUNT: Attempted  take-off  on  surfaced  runway  after  u 
rain  storm  Take-off  retarded  by  woter  on  runway  which 
slowed  take-off  speed  aircraft  settled  on  runway. 

Ercoupe,  DAMAGE:  Completely  demolished.  BRIEF 
ACCOUNT;  Wind  broke  moorings,  picked  up  airplane  and 
dropped  it  on  Its  back. 

Ercoupe.  DAMAGE:  Demolished  resulting  In  fatality  to 
pilot.  BRIEF  ACCOUNT:  Right  and  left  wing  tips  failed 
during  flight.  Destruction  of  main  center  section  causing 
rupture  of  fuel  tank  and  possible  separation  of  fuel  line 
resulting  in  probable  explosion  In  the  air  blowing  the  pilot 
from  the  airplane.  This  action  probably  caused  by  pilot 
lelUng  aircraft  get  out  of  control  while  attempting  lo  fly  out 
of  a cloud. 

Piper  PA-18,  DAMAGE;  Completely  demolished.  BRIEF 
ACCOUNT;  Pilot  stalled  airplane  from  sleep  turn  at  approxi- 
mately 100  feel.  Fatal  injury  lo  pilot. 

Piper  PA-18.  DAMAGE:  Bent  propellor.  windshield  and 
slrruta  on  right  side  and  rudder.  BRIEF  ACCOUNT;  Pilot 
ran  out  of  gas,  landed  in  small  field  and  hit  a ditch  and 
turned  over. 

These  accidents  occured  In  Montana  within  a period  of 
60  days  and  you  may  team  a valuable  lesson  from  review 
of  these  incidents. 


MEDICAL  CERTIFICATION  OF  MILITARY  PERSONNEL 
A rated  pilot  on  acUve  duty  and  on  flying  status  in  the 
Armed  Forces,  or  a military  control  tower  operator  who  Is 
required  to  possess  a civil  airman  cerilllcale,  may  be  medic- 
ally certificated  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration 
on  the  basis  of  a physical  exominatlon  perform^  by  a 
flight  or  ertr  surgeon  according  to  Standard  Form  88.  The 
report  of  physical  examination  should  be  forwarded  lo  the 
appropriate  Regional  Medical  Officer  of  the  Civil  Aeronau- 
tics Administration  in  the  case  of  the  Army,  Air  Force,  and 
Coast  Guard  personnel,  except  that  an  airman  station^ 
overseas  may  send  such  a report  directly  to  the  Medical 
Division  of  the  Administration  In  Washington.

NASAO  OPPOSED  FEDERAL  CERTinCA'nON 
OF  AIRPORTS 

The  National  Assodation  of  State  Aviation  Officials  is 
strongly  opposed  lo  Ihe  President's  Airport  Commission  re- 
commendation that  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Act  be  extended 
to  certificated  airports,  on  the  grounds  that  it  Is  "unneces- 
sary for  safely  because  Ihe  Federal  government  now  can 
exercise  effective  control  over  large  civil  airports  by  with- 
holding the  operating  rights  of  air  carriers  and  inconsistent 
with  the  iheory  of  government  upon  which  this  country  is 
founded." 

In  Us  "Statement  cl  Position  with  Respect  lo  the  Report 
ol  Ihe  President's  Airport  Commission",  NASAO  feels  that 
"to  be  proclicable  ihis  recommendation  would  have  to  in- 
clude Federol  financing  and  control  of  all  airports,  which 
is  a socialistic  precept  with  which  we  are  tn  wholehearted 
disagreement.” 

In  general,  however,  Ihe  stale  officials  are  in  agreement 
with  the  recommendations  if  it  Is  made  clear  that  they  apply 
almost  exclusively  to  large  airports  used  mainly  by  mihl- 
ary  or  airlines.

uisition sections  of  the  Act. 

Consummation  of  the  agreement  is  contingent  upon 
election  of  A-E.A-  Mueller  lo  the  presidency  of  the  airllno 
succeeding  Francis  M.  Higgins:  appointment  of  Grove  Web- 
ster as  a vice  president  and  director;  appointment  of  R.  B.
